‘Our information has in- 
creased go much that wo can no longer take 
Scott's medicvalism literally, as his first 
readers did ; and our minds haye grown so 
littlo that we seo no moro than they did 
that in a work of the imagination accuracy 
in dernils of Ianguage or costume is a 
matter of very little importance,” Yet 
after muking all possible abatemonts, 
“Scott is still the one. man who has a 
breath of the Shakespoarian air about him. 
Wo come away from both with a fecling 
that the world is a big placa full of stit 
and business, full of lifo and love and 
beauty. .Wa think of both as. looking 
on at the spectacle of it all with kindly 
eyos, and tolling its talo with somothing 
of tho, samo air of prodigal and magnificont 
j cuse, Both give us the impression 
of companionable men, who are going n 
journey with theircreations, and take plea- 
-sure in being with them’ not, as so m'ny 
modern norelists da; of statistictans collect- 
“ing dull facts, or aitatomists dissecting 
, dead bodies for which we must bo thankful 
. if they are not worse than dead.” No° 
man, Qvclaros the writer, ‘his shown so 
‘much as Scott of Shakespeare's combin- 
ation of high and true romanco with’a 
+ steady consciousness of the prosaic sido of 
life, its common sense and common busic 
news, ils humor, its reasonableness, its 
hard bottom of fact,” He continues : 

“Tt is ¢his breadth of aympathy which 
more than anything else makes Scott still 
the greatest novolist in the English, and 
perhaps in any, language. His businexs 
is not with some side-study of disease, or
